GBNOA, April 27 (Associated Press).— 
The British Prime Minister's address to 
the British and American Press repre- 
sentatives yesterday has created @ great 
deal of interest here, and an official 
stenographic copy of it was issued this 
afternoon.

Santo Domingo, It shows these banking 
interests and investment companies 
seizing the lands of Haitian and Santo 
Pomingo people. In brief, it exhibits 
Haiti as a promised land of loot for 
those who can smash ‘down the protec- 
tion given to these fo gow by ‘their 
ancient constitution. and independence. 
And all this ‘is being done under the 
protection of and co-operation with 
the United States.Government. 

“ The reese’! of. Roger Farnham 
of thé National City Bank of New York 
indicates the interests he represents have 
in view the.selzing of lands that native 
Haitians held for over a céntury under 
squatter rights, without, therefore,. the 
rights of legal title deeds, but immune, 
under the old constitutioh to foreign 
ownership. These interests urged a mod- 
ern survey of the island bythe occupa- 
tion in order to establish definite title 
deeds, and it appears that over 200,- 
000 acres of valuable lands have already 


n grabbed. \ 

“The Haitian-American Corporation 
of, New York. is one of the companies 
formed to ‘organize extensive planta- 
ions’ in Haiti, build sugar mills, -&c. 
Mr. H. M. Pilkington, technical .expert, 
Vice President and manager .of the 
American Development Company>..and 
fcrmerly technical expert of the Haitian- 
American Corporation in his testimony, 
at page 790 of the hearings, says: 

ee e original financing of the Hai- 
tian-Amertcan Corporation was brought 
about and put to the public directly and 
definitely upon assurance in Washing- 
ton by competent people and competent 
officials that the treaty between the 
United States and Haiti was in fact to 
be a living thing, the large feature in 
the floating of the securities of this 
company, ali of which floating came un- 
der my personal observation at the time, 
was predicated, one might sav, wholly 
as to-security upon the implied bona 
fides of the United States in carrying 
out this treaty, the basing of which was 
security for foreign capital. 

Thinks Evidence Sinister. 

‘* Connections of a sinister character 
between persons connected with the 
Government of the United States and an 
American corporation, which we re- 
spectfully suggest to be worthy of im- 
mediate investigation, are stated in the 
testimony of the v. D. Ton Evans at 
Page 188 of the hearings. In recounting 
a conversation between himself and H. 
P. Davis, General Manager of the United 
‘who had 
written articles in the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine and other journals, 
months before, declaring that Haiti's 
Constitution must be rewritten, especial- 
ly the clause regarding lands,’ he says: 

‘* “In a conversation I had with him at 
the Cape in April, 1918, when he seemed 
to unfold. his -plans, adding that his 
corporativ: had unlimited capital * * * 
with stockholders, if not Directors, from 
within the ited .States Government, 
thcrefore the occupation ‘was denne f 
at his. and his corporation’s command, 
and that they had the right @&® way in 
Haiti. *-* *- This was said in the 
presencé of an educated native mission- 
ary.’ 

‘*For months the Américan financial 
adviser to Haiti (whose officé: was pro- 
vided. for in the forced treaty), John 
A. _MclIthenny, nas been -urging -a- loan 
of some $14,000,000, to which the Haitian 
Government and people médst strenuously 
object. Incidentally, Mr. MclIthenny, 
who, .it. seems, ‘should be in» Haiti at- 
tending to budgets, &c., has for the last 
two years spent three-fourths of his 
time in Washington, drawing from the 
Haitian Treasury per month gold 
extra for traveling expenses in addition 
to’his salary of $10,000 pef annuni., 

“The New York City Bank offéred 
fast year, and Mr. Mclihenny favored, 
a loan of $14,000,000 at 7% per: cent,’ is- 
sued at 92, payable in ten years. It 
entailed immediate discharge of the 
French debt of $6,668,980, contracted at 
the lower rate of 5 and 6 per cent.; not 
due and payment not. demanded by the 
French ;, payment of $1,621,500 on a de- 
faulted railroad contract, cormtrolled by 
the National City Bank; and protested 
because the specifications were not fol- 
lowed and other features, with the net 
result that Haiti would have left for her 
needs $1,564,800 as a matter of net re- 
ceipts. " ape . 

**Mr. Melthenny testified before the 
Senate investigating committee that he 
has “no. power or authority from ‘the 
Haitian’ Government to place a lean, 
since it had been refused him, and that 
he had personally urged Brigadier Gen- 
eral Russell, recently appointed Ambas- 
-sador Plenipotentiary to Haiti, with’ full 
power over all civil and miltary au- 
thorities of the occupation; to secure 
for him (MclIihenny) authority ‘to ¢on- 
tract a loan for Haiti on such condi- 
tions and terms as he could secure.’”’ 


‘Charges Against Marines. 


The address goes into details of the 
alleged torture of natives. by red-hot 
machetes and electric wires and makes 
other charges against the marines.

CHICAGO, April 27.—Four years be- 
fore General Grant was elected Presi- 
dent-om the Republican ticket, he was 
approached with @ view to making him 
the Democratic candidate,. an offer 
which he promptly and decisively reject- 
ed, according to letters’ published for 
the first: time today.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The United 
States has formally - recognized the 
Government of the new King of Egypt, 
subject. to the maintenance of Amer- 
ica’s* rights in that country as they 
have ‘hitherto existed, it was announced 


This information was conveyed to the 
Egyptian Gevernment yesterday by the 


American diplomatic agept at Cairo. 
At the same ‘time President Harding 


eretary- of State’ Hughes addressed a 
telegram to the Preynier of Egypt ex- 
pressing his personal, congratulations 
.and those of the Unite! States, ‘‘ upon 
the happy fulfillment of Egyptian aspi- 


rations.’’ 

This Government, it is understood, 
has“ been’ informed that the terms of 
the recoghition accorded by the United 
States are satisfactory to the Egyptian 


Government. j 

The President's message to the Egypt- 
ian King read: 

His Majesty, Ahmed Fuad, King 
Egypt, Cairo, Egypt,

occasion of the formal recognition by 
the United States. Government of\ the 
independence of Egypt, I take pleas- 
ure in offering your Majesty, in my 
own name and in that of the American 
pe my heartiest congratulations.

The President having recognized the 
independence of Egypt, I take great 
pleasure in expressing to you and 
through you to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment my own congratulations and 
those of the Government of the United 
States on the happy fulfillment of 
Egyptian aspirations.

The rights of the United States, the 
maintenance of which is made a condi- 
tion of. American recognition, consist 
of certain terms of -extra-territoriality 
which have existed since 1830, In that 
year, the United States_concluded a 
treaty with the Turkish Empire under 
the terms of which American citizens 
received a guarantee of the right of trial 
in American consular courts, rather 
than in Turkish courts. As Egypt was 
then a part of the Turkish Empire, 
Americans enjoyed. by virtue of this 
treaty, the same hts in Egypt as in 
other parts of the Turkish Empire. 

Until 1914, Egypt continued to be 
of Turkey. The 
Khedive was/a hereditary viceroy, . but 
he paid tribute to the Suan of Turkey. 
Since 1882, t has been occupied by 
the British mili forces, but until 
1914 when Egypt, aided and abetted by 
Great Britain, declared indepenvience of 
Turkey, the forms of Turkish suzerainty 
were continued. 

A distinction is made between civil and 
criminal cases in the extraterritorial 
rights for foreigners, and present ‘ndi- 
cations are that this, distinction will be 
continued under the new régime in 
Egypt. The difference grew out .of the 
fact that in 1876 the leading powers en- 
joyin, extraterritorial privileges © jn 

pt pooled. their interests so far as 
civil cases were concerned, and agreed 
to the establishment of a mixed court 
where civil cases between foreigners or 
civil cases between natives and foreign- 
ers should be tried. Upon this court the 

United States has three Judges. 

As regards criminal cases, however, 
, Americans continued to enjoy the right 
of, trial before an American consular 
court, and” that privilege exists under 
the terms of the recognition ‘ust accord- 
ed King Ahmed Fuad. 

During the British protectorate over 
Egypt the rights of extraterritoriality 
were continued, though the British ‘Gov- 
ernment had intended, if the protecto- 
rate were made permanent, to ask the 
powers to agree to the abolishment of 
those rights upon condition that British 
courts should be established. This in- 
tention was never carried out.

Another joint conference 
is scheduled for 10:30 A. M..today at 
the Murray Hill Hotel, and unless agree- 
ment is reached then, a strike, probably 
a “ vacation,’’ seems likely, representa- 
tives of both factions admitted. 

After the manufacturers and the union 
leaders had been in session about 30 
minutes pened ye a up of the erf- 
ployers headed %, Floyd L. Carlisle 
of the St. Regis Paper Company, who 
has been spokesman for the manufac- 
turers, withdrew and conferred in an- 
other part.of tne hotel. They soon re- 
turned to the joint conference. 

The significance of this move, it was 
earned, lay in a discussion by some of 
the manufacturers of the possibility of 
continuing the ent wage scale for 
skilled workers if the skilled men would 
consent to an ‘‘ open shop” for the un- 
skilled workers. This suggestion did not 
meet with the favor of 
who saw in the proposal an attempt to 
divide their ranks. 

The manufacturers’ committee left 
the conference firm)in their insistence 
on the original terms. The union del- 
egates then divided into meetings of 
separate crafts, after agreeing to meet 
the manufacturers again today. 

Jeremiah T. Carey, President of the 
International Brotherhood of Paper-/ 
makers, said last night that the inter- 
pretation of some of the union delegates 
of the decision of the manufacturers 
concerning unskilled men was incorrect. 
The manufacturers, Carey sald, d‘d not 
offer to recede, but merely said they 
would refuse to negotiate with the 
skilled workers, unless it was understood 


;| that the unskilled men would be paid ac- 


cording, to prevailing wages. 

‘““The manufacturers’ offer was not 
a compromise offer,’ said Carey. ‘‘It 
Was an ultimatum, in which they laid 
down the terms on which they would 
onen wage negotiations.”’ 

Carey said that the 
“very serious.”’ 

Mr. Carlisle said he did not believe 
that a shortage of newsprint was immi- 
nent. Statistics of supplies now held 
by “the manufacturers were not avail- 
able, but it was said the output for the 
first three months ‘this year was the 
largést in the history of the industry. 

Skilled men in the industry now re- 
ceive an average of 78 cents an hour, 
the union men said. The rate for 
unskilled men is 42 cents an hour.

Reading his address from a carefully 
prepared manuscript, the Mayor said: 
‘I. have had such close relations with 
the newspapers and newspaper men in 
this city during the last four and a‘half 
years that I almost feel that I am a 


newspaper man besides being Mayor. I 
have learned during this period ail about 
the’ conditions under which newspaper 
men work, and the conditions’ under 
which editorials are written to.suit the 
tastes or the purposes of the owner, 
ublisher or editor in chief. 1 have en- 
oyed this experience, and though it has 
made me cross with newspaper men at

fluence for good or ill in public affairs. 


ated, particularly when they seek to 
serve some selfish ends, and then we 
fiave the remarkable demonstration that 
the newspaper which misuses its power 
loses public confidence and prestige.

THE CITY’S CREDIT. 

The city borrows so easily that there 
Is danger of it spending too liberally. 
The Controller states that the city has 
lawful power to borrow and spend 
$137,000,000. Tax capacity is ex- 
hausted. At the last valuation the 
debt and tax limit was increased, in 
proportion to the increase of $440,- 
000,000 in the assessments. But the 
rent-limit law makes it sure that the 
city cannot increase valuations in- 

definitely. Still less can the city re- 
peat, regarding both the budget and 
the valuations, the process which alone 
gives Controller CRAIG opportunity to 
estimate the city’s spending power 
at .$137,000,000. Last year he put 
it at $230,000,000. Another decrease 
of $100,000,000 is more likely than any 
increase. ’ 

The city’s method of calculating its 
surplus was, challenged before. the 
legislative committee which investi- 
gated the city’s finances. Now the 
Controller omits from his dream. of 
wealth the. increase of valuations 
which gave him his larger margin in 
his last year’s estimate. His ‘‘ con- 
servative approximation ’’ and ‘* care- 
ful estimates "’ of “ self-carrying 
bonds *’ at $237,000,000 to $240,000, - 
000 may be right. Heretofore he has 
included dock investments. Taxpayers 
may heartily wish the city good deliv- 
erance from them as in danger of be- 
coming liabilities. 

The Controller's estimate of the 
city’s ‘wealth has the appearance of 
being part ‘of the city’s anti-subway 

campaign. It is as necessary for that 
purpose as the Mcyor’s argument that 
the Federal courts should be shorn of 
their power to stop confiscation of the 
property of public utilities. Other Con- 
trollers have had other ideas regard- 
ing’ the city’s unlimited capacity to 
spend whatever political exigencies 
dictate. Other Controllers have char- 
acterized estimates like Mr. Craic’s 
as a peril and indicated that the city’s 
true road to ease in its finances was to 
allow the tractions to earn their own 
support and thus take their burden 
off the budget. The city officials have 
hypnotized themselves into the belief 
that what they say is so. But they 
are not the sole authorities. The best 
way to improve the city’s credit is by 
limiting its budget and tax valuation 
and by dropping the futile menace of 
taking over fhe subways.’

The matter has _been badly handled 
from ‘the first. Mr. Harpin@ was “ill- 
advised in making in the manner he 
did that extensive batch of removals 
in the Bureau. of Engraving and 
Printing. ‘Those removals violated the 
Civil Service law, for the dismissed 
officials didn’t receive copies of the 
charges against them nor were they 
allowed to: take advantage of the 
period of three days granted them to 
make their defense. It appears also 
that four of six offices abolished at 
the time of this enigmatical dismissal 
were established by Congress and not 
legally abolishable without its consent. 
Haste seems to have had a hand in a 
proceeding at present inexplicable. 
Why , were these men forced out? 
Doubtless the President felt that he 
had sufficient reasons, but the .coun- 
try is entitled to know them. Till it 
does know them it will be in a state 
of uncertainty and doubt. 

If these dismissed officials, or any of 
them, were officially delinquent, they 
ought to be punished. If they were 
merely incompetent, that fact should 
be known. It may: be argued that they 
know well enough why they were re- 
moved, ‘and that the President has 
been forbearing with them; but why 
were they not removed according to 
the forms and the law? The veil that 
has been thrown over their extrusion 
makes péople, rightly or wrongly, in- 
fer that there is something rotten in 
the bureau. It may be that Mr. Harp- 
ING has been amiably. reticent. For 
the credit of his Administration, the 
good of his party and the satisfaction 
of the country, a transaction that has 
set all the tongues of rumor and scan- 
dal wagging should be made perfectly 
clear. 

Of certain collateral matters we for- 
bear to speak, but perhaps it is per- 
missible. to say, with the utmost 
friendliness and good-will, that the 
exportation of Mr. DAUGHERTY from 
Columbus to Washington was ngt the 
most fortunate of Mr. HarpING’s acts. 


MORE PLAYGROUNDS. 

President HaRDING has made a plea 
in behalf of the boys and girls of 
America, and especially those who live 
pent up in cities, asking that they all 
| may have.a chance to play. ‘* Grown- 
ups need recréation, but the child 
needs play’as it needs a oe any 
social or industrial order tHat leaves 
these things out of account is bound to 
become dull, stupid and physically de- 
| senerate. 

At first our Western civilization, un- 
willing that some should have 4ll the 
labor and others all the play, set 
everybody to work, but it soon dis- 
covered: that human beings cannot 
work all the time and be happy and 
healthy; so it decreed shorter hours 
of work, first for women and ehildren, 
then for men. Now it is insisting that 
there shall not only be freédom to play, 
but also-spaces and places in which‘to) 
play. Cities will probably persist so 
long as man is a social creature, but 
they will be made or kept wholesome 
only as children can grow. into vigor- 
ous manhood and womanhood within 
them. Millions live and move and 
have their being wholly in a city envi- 
ronment, and if they do not out of it 
produce a better race cities will become 
shadows upon the landscape -of the 
world. oe 

As the week-end of Playground 
Week comes with its recreation for 
those who fly to the open spaces, let 
them especially give support ‘to the 
President’s plea and help the Play- 
ground and Recreation Association of 
America to see that’ the boys and 
girls, | whose all-week and all-year 
home is in the city, shall be, as the 
President says, ‘‘ insured a fair chance 
in life.” We lost 48000 men fighting 
in France in eighteen months. In 
exactly the same period; 25,000 chil- 
dren were killed by automobiles-in the 
highways and streets: of the United 
States. Playgrounds would not have 
saved all these, but doubtless many of 
these deaths were due to the fact that 
the ¢hildren had no other playground 
than the streets. ‘And many moral 
fatalities may be traced to the same 
lack of places for wholesome play. 
Play is indeed a serious social concern!

TCHITCHERIN of Moscow and SkIr- 
MUNT of Warsaw have been ex¢harg- 
ing — harsh words because Poland 
signed the allied note to.the German 
delegates-at Genoa complaining o7 the 
Russo-German treaty.

‘thonia last month. The Russo-German 


treaty implies a terrible dafiger for 
Poland—so terrible that it.is incon- 
ceivable that any Polish Government, 
even with the support of the French 
alliance, will go out of its way to pro- 
voke Russia hereafter. Poland will be 
good. One could wish that as much 
could be predicted of Germany and 
Russia.

It is the self-proclaimed liberals 
themselves who proclaim it: ‘‘ Liberal- 
ism ’’ is in-decay. In both England 
and America the word has. gone out, 
The tone js not of confession, contri- 
tion—far from-it! The fault lies with 
a world turned suddenly narrow and 
reactionary. They have kept the 
faith; have still an open mind; but 
the circulation of their periodicals is 
waning and in the parliaments of men 
the voice of their champions is mute. 
The wortd of the future is me with 
gloom. 

Some time ago Mr. 
discussed the phenomenon in The Non- 
partisan Review. He called ‘his arti- 
cle ‘‘'The Inside of an Open Mind.”’ 
Very gently he intimated that there 
was nobody home. The other day at 
u meeting of the American Academy of 
Arts and Letters BRANDER MATTHEWS 
clinched the epigram, standing be- 
tween the green coats of MM. Don- 
NAY and CHEVRILLON and the red 
breeches. of Maréchal Jorrre. The 
trouble with the open mind, he said, is 
that it is open at both ends. Before 
the war it was easier to mistake 
these thoroughfares of opinion for en- 
gines of thought. Organized labor still 
stood in the aura of its victorious fight. 
The destructive fallacy of socialism, its 
blind rage against all that is truly 
liberal, were more easily ignored while 
contemplating KARL Marx’s ponderous 
sympathy for. victims of the factory 
system, the critical acumen of GzorcEs 
SorBL, the airy jocosities of BERNARD 
Suaw. ‘Today we have a vivid mem- 
ory of wartime strikes and wage hold- 
ups; the true program of Bolshevism 
is still spread upon the record. . 

A manly candor would compel the 
self-styled liberals to confess the 
tyranny - of trade-union domination, 
the destructive blindness of ‘‘ indus- 
trial democracy,’’ and seek new light, 
new leading... The lines of hopeful ex- 
periment -are striking out in many 
directions. —Employé or ‘‘ company ”’ 
unions contain the seed of truly repré- 
sentative institutions in industry. The 
administrative -tribunal for adjusting 
industrial relations as established in 
Kansas is at least a bold and intelli- 
gent effort to bring angrchic factions 
within the helpful sphere of law. 
While attacking the most modern 
problems of human welfare, this new 
liberalism is true to the spirit of the 
Fathers—most of all in the fact that 
it looks steadily, courageously for- 
ward./ But the professional Hberals 
will have nothing to do with it. ‘They 
stand apart,- with minds open at both 
ends, wailing from time to time that 
liberalism, is in deday.

SAVING THE ARBUTUS. 

The mayflower, or trailing arbutus, 
is fast disappearing from the Massa- 
chusetts woodlands. .An attempt ‘to 
save it from extinction is made in a 
bill introduced in the State Senate. 
It forbids the digging up or injury of 
the plant ‘* except in so“far as is 
*‘ reasonably -necessary in procuring 
‘the flower therefrom, Within the 
‘limits of any State highway, or 
‘‘ other public way.or place, or upon 
‘‘ the land of another person, without 
“ written authority.’’ The penalty is 
a fine of not more than $50. It is de- 
clared that “‘ the mayflower shall be 
“ee the flower or floral emblem of the 
‘* Commonwealth.’’ But what is the 
plant without the seed? This suggests 
a defect’ of the bill. It Would allow 
vandals to make a cleat sweep of the 
mayflower in bloom. On: the State 
reservations and highways the flower 
as well’ as the plant could be pro- 
tected. Why should the publie not be 
taught to «spare certain flowering 
shrubs and trees as well as flowering 
plants, which are infinitely more beau- 
tiful growing im the open or in the re- 
cesses af, forests than their blossoms 
are in vases for household decoration? 

The Essex County Park Commission 
in New Jersey has found it necessary 
to display at the entrances. to its 
reservations warnings, pdinted_in big 
letters, that dogwood and other blooms 
must not be broken from the boughs 
under. pain of arrest and prosecution. 
The notices to the same ¢ffect: posted 
about the parks have been ignored. 
Hardly do blossoms appear when they 
are . swept and wrenched from the

Many of’ them, indeed, prob- 
ably are incapable of such work, either 
constitutionally or because of’ the de- 
generating influence of evil courses, long 
followed.

Patches, Wednesday's 
Learned carthquake in ~ Japan 
the Lesson. “#* particularly severe, 
even for that . country, 
where such -disturbances are frequent. 

But though the Japanesé capital was 
shaken’ so long—some fifteen minutes— 
and so rudely, the logs of life was yery 
small. 

In no other land se thickly péodldtes 
as Japan could such an earthquake. do so 
little damage, but that fact is easily 
explicable, for, knowing by immemorial 


under their feet, the Japanese build their 
houses of materials’ adapted to what 
they will undergo.. The great majority 
of their structires are so low and slight 
that either they do not fall down when 
the earth heaves and trembles,; or, . if 
they do fall, no great harm is done to 
their occupants. 

The great disasters in Japan have not 
been due to earthquakes, but to: volcanic 
eruptions. These often have over- 
whelmed without warning. whole vil- 
lages,. with the destruction of all their 
inhabitants. 
mountain in. the main island,; passes for 
extinct,. but extinct. volcanoes -have a 
way of waking up, sometimes, as did 
Mont Pelée, in Martinique, aftér a long 
quiescence, ‘

honor of producing the 
: discoverer of the West- 
ern World has appeared in the person of 
a much-traveled New York .woman, who 
declares that CoLuMBUS was of Armenian 
descent, and that therefore a statue of 
him, should be erected on the summit of 
Mount <Ararat.

\Tue Times of Sunday, April 16, contained 
@.most inte ing and instructive article by 
Walter Littlefield, entitled ‘‘ Annthilation of 
a Nation,’ being an accurfte acgount of the 
efforts of Montenegrins to prevent the an- 
nRexation of their country to Serbia. ‘This 
article gvas deserving of attention. and com- 
mendation, and, may I say, of action of some 
sort by the American people—perhaps of the 
Government of the United States.. I Have 
waited in vain for ten’ days for any signs 
of comment ‘or action. Yet the accuracy 6f 
the article and the need’ for action.are. indi- 
cated by a dispatch from Milan, dated April 
23, in which renewed mention is made of the 
likelihood of a Montenegrin. revolt ‘against 
the Jugoslavy Government, which (apparently) 
is: attempting—and successfully So far—to ‘ob- 
literate an ancient nation from the map. 

Montenegro, as.a nation, existed from 13°29 
to 1918. As Mr.“ Littlefield’ ‘says: ‘*.All 
through the war and down to the time of 
the armistice its restoration was mentioned 
repeatedly by~the Iintente statesmen and by 
Presidént Wilson with the same fervor as 
the restoration of Belgium and Serbia.’’ In

, Little “ Alice in Hungeriand,"’ whose 
picture in the-movies so,many have seen 
as a hungry little Armenian refugee has 
got into the courts and will appear be- 
fore Justice Daniel F. Cohalan in \the 
Supreme Coyrt today to have it decided 
whether.sheé is to remain in the custody 
of her foster mother, Mrs. \ Florence 
Spencer Duryea’ of 20 Gramercy Park. 
The action is’ brought by Rabbi Stephen 
S. Wise, who says that the child is not 
being brought up in the Jewish faith, 


according to the agreement made by 


Mrs. Duryea. 
Alice, whose right name is Esther Ra- 


zon, was in the Jewish national orphan- 
age in Constantinople when Mrs. Duryea 
took her into ‘Armenia to take part in 
the moving’ pictures being made for 
Near™ast relief. Mrs. Duryea was con- 
nected with the relief work. After the 
picture was made Mrs. Duryea wanted 
to adopt the dark-eyed pretty girl, 
whose acting had contributed so much 
to the success of the picture. Her ap- 
plication was indorsed by the Near East 
Relief, which certified as to Mrs. Dur- 
yea’s character and financial standing. 
In a letter attached to the papers and 
signed by H. C. Jaquith, managing di- 
rector of the relief associatiébn, and C. 
V. Vickery, gerieral secretary, is the 
stipulati that the adoption shall “be 
‘‘under -the consent and advice of such 
Jewish members of our committee as the 
Hon. Henry Morgenthau, Abram I. El- 
kus, Oscar M. Straus, Rabbi Stephen 8s. 
Wise and Rabbi Tietelbaum.’ 

Rabbi- Wise states that Mrs. Duryea 
has not sought the advice of any Jew- 
ish members of the ‘committee except 
himself, and has refused to follow his 
advice. Rabbi Wise believes that she 
‘‘has the intention of weenin ne j the child 
away from her religion and‘ inducing 
her to embrace another religion.” . 

The Jewish National Orphanage, ac- 


{| cording to the papers, took steps to ask 
Mrs. Duryea to surrender the child to 


Rabbi Wise when they learned that 
Esther was not being brought up accord- 
ing to the agreement. Rabbi Wise says 
the child has se been surrendered, ‘and 
that he has. reeeived from the orphan- 
age authority to take over the custody 
of the child _ with power to consent to its 
adoption only by persons of Jewish faith.
